Tycho in this his bocke after generall 
obſervations of the motions of the hea- 
vens, treateth ar large of this much 
admired newe Starr , ( whereupon 
that whole Treatiſe is intitled De nova 
Stella anni 1 572.) giving the deſcripti- 
on of the forme, place, motion, and 
durance thereof , and demonſtrating 
out of his owne and other Aſtrono- 
mers experimentall obſervations, that 
it was not ſeated in the aire, bur aboue 
in the throne of the higheſt Heavens, 
being fixed in the very chaire of Caſsio- 
pcia (a figure of Starres ſo called ) he 


very certainly concludeth thar it-conld 


not' polsibly be any Comet ſuppoſed to 
ariſe out of the vapours of the Earth 
elevated into the vpper Region of the 
ayre (according to the valgar errour cf 
ſome Philoſophers) but that it was a 


true and proper Starr , made of hea- 


venly matter , being none of the origi-

nall-firſt borne lights made by the hand 
of - God in the Creation ( which poſ- 
{fe an indefeifible frechold of their 
Ration to the worlds end ) but a kinde 
of adopted childe of the heavens, admit- 
. ted onely for a Termer in that habita- 
tion, which he poſſeſſed about ſixteene 
Moneths. © 

This Starre, as it was ſcituated in 
that part of the heavens, which is cal- 
led vis laFtea ( the milke white way ) 
ſo it is not vnprobably ſuppoſed by 7 y- 
cho to haue beene compoled of the mat- 
ter of that part of the heavens. Where- 
in Tycho avoweth that he beholderch 
ſince the yaniſhing of that Starre a kind 
of vacuity or diverſity of colour in that 
| very place where the Starre ſtood, as 
ſhewing the conſumption and ablence 
of ſo much white erhereall matter as 
was vied to the compoſure of that Star. 

By ſome it was deemed to be the 
very ſame Starre, whichappeared vnto 
the Sages of the Eaſt at thebirth of our 


Saviour, and thereupon conicCtured to 
be 


be the neerefore-runner of the ſecond 
comming of Chrift, as that was the 
attendant of his firk comming, . Accor= 
dingly ( as Tycho 1n this booke recor- 
deth ) Yir admodum celebris , & de literis 
tam ſacris, quam philoſophicts preclare meris 
tus, de hac ſtella eleganti Epigrammate ſic 
lyufit. Theodore Beza a man famous in 
this age for his great abilities in lear- 
ning both of Humanity and Divinity, 
made an elegant Epigram, which thus

As then Thycho, ſo much more we 
now may ſay that Maſter Beza heerein 
did not ſo much incend Hiſtoricall cer. 
tainty, as morall applicationin this his 
pious. Poericall rapture. And therefore 
well may we take vp his concluſion, as 
applyableto the event of Gods mercies 
ro his Church, and iudgemecnts againſt 
the enemies thereof. 

Our learned and noble Tycho Brake 
in the concluſion of this his worke ſet- 
ting dovwne his Aſtrologicall iudgment 

rofeſſeth the ſame to bee but coniec.. 
eurall, aſcribingvnto God onely the ccr- 
taine forcknowledge of all {uch events 
ypon earth, as are cauled or intimated 
by extraordinary apparitions:of Comets 
or new Starres in the Heavens. Andin 
the leading motiues to his opinion 
heerein he proceedeth not boldly like a 
raſh heatheniſh Starre-gazer, but mo- 
deſtly, warily and in general. 

Firſt, he layth this ground, moſt pro- 
bablein it ſelfe, that, if there be any cer: 
eaine -portending inclination in fuch 
rarc

r:re and admirable apparitions, ſurely 
moſt in the moſt rare and extraordina- 
ry. Butnonelike this (layth T5cho)was 
_ everteſtified by any monument of anti- 
quity to haue bin ſeene -in' the world, 
except-that which Pliny avoweth ro 
haue  beene. ſeene 'and obſeryed by 
Hipparchus , wwho lived toward the 
end of the Grecian Monarchy about 
120. yeares before the birth of our 
Saviour. Bb 
Now if, by interpretation of event, 
- & conlent of the learned, thac new ſtarr 
then appearing cid foreſhevy the decli- 
- ning of the Greeke Monarchy & the rife & 
ſtrength of the Roman Empire,vihy way 
not this new Star being of the like kind, 
foreſhow allo rariſsimos , ingentes , atg; 
mmproviſ's : fetus , ſtrange, great, and 
ynexpected effects to come in rhe neare 
ſucceeding times in the cſtate of King-

Then ſtepping forwarder to the nea« 
rer view ofthe kind of effects to come, 
he gatherech out of the loviall luſtre of

But if one and twentie 
yecres complete,(which Tycho ſeemeth 
to inrend ) bee added, the time will

Guſtavus Ericus King of Sweden(the 
firſt crovyned Proteſtant of our Ape) 
was his Grandfather : to -whom that 
Kingdome oweth their liberty from 
the yoake of the Dares : whoſe ſonne 
(harles likewiſe freed them from the 
preſſures of the Polacks.
